WASHINGTON, Nov. 17—Presi- 
dent Kennedy has decided on the 
measures that the United States

These measures, which re- 
ceived final approval Wednesday 
at a meeting of the National 
security Council, closely follow 
the recommendations made by 
Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, the 
President's military adviser, 
when he returned Nov. 3 from a 


three-week mission to Southeast 
Asia. 


The United States plans do not 
include the dispatch now of com- 
bat units. They do call for send- 
ing several hundred specialists 
in guerrilla warfare, logistics, 
communications, engineering and 
intelligence to train the forces 
of President Ngo Dinh Diem in 
dealing with the problems of 
combating the hit-and-run ter- 
rorist attacks by the Communist 
Viet Cong. The plans call also 
for fairly large-scale shipments 
of special equipment. 

May Still Send Troops. 

Officials were careful to em- 
phasize that President Kennedy 
and the National Security Coun- 
cil have not foreclosed the pos- 
sibility of sending ground and 
air combat units if the situation 
should deteriorate drastically. = 
The President, it was said, does 
not wish to bind himself to a 
‘‘never-position,”” and has left 
himself free to meet contingen- 
cies as they may arise. 


However, the President and 
Gen. Taylor are agreed, reliable 
informants here said, that the 
Viet Nam government is capable 
of meeting and turning back the 
threat providing it speeds up 
the training of its regular forces, 
solves the problem of mobility, 
develops a reliable intelligence 
system, and adopts reforms in 
its military staff structure to 
free it from political interfer- 
ence. 

The measures contemplated by 
the United States, it was em- 
phasized, depend for their suc- 
cess on the co-operation of the 
South Viet Nam government, 
and discussions are going for- 
ward with Ngo Dinh Diem and 
his advisers. 

Earlier this weeke Secretary 
of State Dean Rusk presented 
the United States proposals in 
detail to the British and French 
ambassadors here. It was under- 
stood that neither the British 
nor the French voiced any ob- 
jections, although French lack 
of enthusiasm for a larger 
United States involvement was 
not disguised. — 

Will Be Quietly Implemented.

At the close of a busy day 
in which about 50 state, county 
and city law enforcement offi- 
cials raided the four companies 
and their vending machine in- 
stallations, Eagleton expressed 
satisfaction with the results. 

Calling the raids a complete 
surprise, Eagleton said he was 
especially gratified there had 
been no information leaks be- 
fore the operation. He said his 
office might extend the type 
of enforcement against other 
businesses if requested to do so 
by the state Department of 
Revenue. 

The raiders obtained 81 ciga- 
rette machines at the head- 
quarters of Continental St. Louis 
Corp., 8024 Rosalie avenue, 

rentwood, and eight more ma- 
chines at company ‘‘stops’’ or 
locations, The company is al- 
leged to owe $42,957 in delin- 
quent sales taxes, interest and 
penalties.

SURVIVAL PLAN 
HERE STRESSES 
BOMB SHELTERS 


Practicability of expansion and 
ese of bomb 


shelters was 


stressed in a revised survival 


plan for St. Louis and St. Louis 
county released today by the 
joint Civil Defense office. 

Realization that radioactive 
fallout may be more dangerous 
to residents than the effects of 
fire and blast from a nuclear 
explosion has made an evacua- 
tion policy neither sound nor 
feasible. a spokesman for the 
organization said 


The change from evacuation 
to shelter in the event of a 
threatened attack was adopted 
by local civil defense officials in 
December 1959, it was pointed 
out by William D. Paschall, city 
director, and Van _ Harpole, 
county director. 

Two main reasons which then 
prompted the change are still in 
effect today, the civil defense di- 
rectors stated. 

First of these is the improved 
protection against planes provid- 
ed by four operational batteries 
of Nike-Hercules anti-aircraft 
missile stations installed in the 
area by the Army Air Defense 
Command. 

Second is recognition of Soviet 
missile development. Attainable 
speed of new Russian missiles

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17—Milk 
samples taken in St. Louis 
showed a sharp reduction § in 
radioactive iodine content from 
Russian nuclear tests after a 
peak reading last Sept. 27, the 


United States Public Health 
Service reported today. 
The figures showed that the 


proportion of Icdine 131 at St 
Louis>had dropped by Oct. 10 to 
150 micromicrocuries per liter 
of milk. The high reading Sept 
27 was 500. 

Officials said the powerful So- 
viet. explosions in the last few 
davs of Octcber would not neces- 
sarily produce a new peak of 
iodine 131 in St. Louis because 
much of the radioactivity debris 
appeared to have been held tem- 
porarily in the troposphere. As 
it eventually comes to earth, it 
will have lost. much of its 
strength because it has a half 
life of only eight days, that is, 
half of it decays every eight 
days. 

The Federal Radiation Council 
now recommends ‘‘consideration 
of control measures designed to 
limit intake’ if jodine 131 aver- 
ages between 100 and 1000 MMC, 
in total daily food intake aver- 
aged over a year. The radioac- 
tive iodine content of fallout has 
aroused concern because it tends 
to lodge in the thyroid glands of 
growing children and could 
cause cancer.

[he report said there were 
some, though lessening, instanc- 
es of the police standing by 
while unpopular citizens were 
ubjected to violence. 

‘There are American citizens 
in the Deep South today,’’ the 
commission said, ‘‘who live in 
fear, partly because they do not 
know if local policemen will 
help them or the mob when vio- 
lence strikes.” 

The report_included a prelim- 
inary study of the status ol 
American Indians 

Most Indians, the commission 
found, are free to vote. But it 
said some children have been 
excluded from public schools be- 
cause of race and it suggested 
that the Departments of Justice 
or Interior take legal action 
@zainst such discrimination. 

No Indians or Dogs Allowed. 

‘Employment opportunities ap- 
pear to be as restricted for In- 
dians as they are for Negroes,”’ 
the commission reported. It said 
there are still towns in_ the 
Southwest displaying signs such 
as: ‘‘No Indians or Dogs Al- 
lowed.”’ 

The entire report, entitled 
“Justice,” was the fifth and 
last volume of the commission's 
1961 studies. Others dealt with 
voting, schools, housing and 
jobs 

One commission member, the 
Rev. Theodore M, Hesburgh, 
president of Notre Dame Uni- 
versity, issued a separate state- 
ment.

IN 1961, WORLD AFFAIRS HAVE become 


. «tangled. One 


of our former allies has become an adversary—and he has his 
own adversaries who are not even our allies. Not only are kings 


removed 
their tombs. 

We increase our arms at a 
heavy cost primarily to make 
certain we will never use them. 
We must face up to the chance 
of war if we are to have a 
chance for peace. We must work 
with certain countries lacking 
freedom in order to strengthen 
the cause of freedom. 

We find some who call them- 
selves neutrals, who are our 
friends and sympathetic to us, 
and others who call themselves 
neutrals, who are unremittingly 
hostile to us. And as the most 
powerful defender of freedom on 
earth, wé found ourselves unable 
to escape the responsibilities of 
freedom and yet unable to exer- 
cise it without restraints imposed 
by the very freedoms we seek 
to protect. 


WE CANNOT, as a free nation, 
compete with our adversaries in 
tactics of terror, assassination, 
false promises and counterfeit 
mobs and crises. 

We cannot, under scrutiny of a 
free press and public, tell dif- 
ferent stories to different audi- 
ences, foreign, domestic, friendly 
and hostile. 


We cannot abandon the slow 
processes of consulting with our 
allies to match the swift expedi- 
encies of those who merely dic- 
tate to their satellites. 

We can neither abandon nor 
control the international organ- 
ization in which we now cast 
less than 1 per cent of the Gen- 
eral Assembly votes. 


We posses weapons of tremen- 
dous power, but they are least 
eifective in combatting the weap- 
ons most often used by freedom’s 
foes: subversion, infiltration and 
civil disorder. 

We can send arms to other peo- 
ples, just as we can send them 


the ideals of democracy, but we . 


cannot send them the will to use 
those arms or to abide by those 
ideals. 

And while we believe, not only 
in the force of arms, but in the 
force of right and reason, we 
have learned that reason does 
not always appeal to unreason- 
able men . .. that it is not al- 
ways true that ‘“‘ a soft answer 
turneth away wrath” .. . and 
that right does not always make 
might. 


IN SHORT, we must face prob- 
lems which do not lend them- 
selves to easy, quick or perma- 
nent solutions. And we must face 
the fact that the United States is 
neither omnipotent nor omnis- 
cient, that we are only 6 per cent 
of the world’s population and that 
we can not always impose our 
will on the other 94 per cent of 
mankind that we cannot 
right every wrong or reverse 
each adversity , and that 
therefore there cannot be an 
American solution for every 
world problem. 

These burdens 
tions are accepted by most 
Americans with maturity and 
understanding. They may long 
for the days when war meant 
charging up San Juan hill, or 
when our isolation was guarded 
by two oceans, or when the 
atomic bomb was ours alone, or 
when much of the industrialized 
world depended upon our eco- 
nomic resources and aid. 

But they know that those days 
are gone, and that gone with 
them are the old policies and old 
complacency. And they know, 
too, that we must make the best 
of our new problems and our 
new opportunities, whatever the 
risk and cost. 


BUT THERE are others who 
cannot bear the burden of a long 
twilight struggle. They lack con- 
fidence in our long-run capacity 
to survive and succeed. They 
see communism as the wave of 
the future. And they want some 
easy and cheap solution—now.

There are two groups of 
these frustrated citizens, far 
apart in their views yet very 
much alike in their approach. 


On the one hand are those who | 


urge upon us what I regard as 
the pathway to surrender— 
appeasing our enemies, com- 
promising our honor, purchas- 
ing peace at any price, dis- 
avowing our arms, our friends, 
our obligations. If their view 
had prevailed, the world of 
free choice would be smaller 


today. 

On the other hand are those 
who urge upon us what I re- 
gard to be the pathway to 
war — equating negotiations 
with appeasement and substi- 
tuting rigidity for firmness. 


If their view had prevailed, . 


we would be at war today, 
and in more places than one.

of these extreme Opposites re- 
sembles the other. Each be- 
lieves that we have only two 
choices: 
suicide or surrender, humilia- 
tion or holocaust, to be either 
Red or dead. Each side sees 
only hard and soft nations, hard 


and soft policies, hard and soft 
men. 


EACH BELIEVES that any 
departure from its own course 
inevitably leads to the other: One 
group believes that any peaceful 
solution means appeasement: 
the other believes that any arms 
build-up means war. One group 
regards everyone else as war- 
mongers, the other regards 
everyone else as appeasers. 

Neither side admits its path 
will lead to disaster, but neither 
can tell us how or where to 
draw the line once we descend 
the slippery slopes of either ap- 
peasement or intervention. 


In short, while both ex- 
tremes profess to be true real- 
ists, neither could be more un- 
realistic. While both claim to 
be doing the nation a service, 
they could do it no greater 
disservice. This kind of talk 
and easy solution to difficult 
problems, if believed, could 
inspire division among our 
people when they must above 
all be united. 

It could inspire uncertainty 
among our allies when they 
must above all be confident. 
And even more dangerously, it 
could, if believed, inspire doubt 
among our adversaries when 
they must above all be con- 
vinced of our readiness to de- 
fend our vital interests. 

The essential fact that both of 
these groups fail to grasp is 
that diplomacy and defense are 
not substitutes for one another.

Kennedy, Civilian Secretaries 
Alone Can Curb Arms Spending

POLITICAL PRESSURES on the defense program are in one 
direction. Representatives and Senators seek defense contracts 
and installations for their districts, defense contractors seek all 
of the defense business they can get. The Army, Navy and Air 
Force seek larger military budgets, better weapons systems. 


Frequently these three forces 
operate in concert. 

There is no lobby for lower 
defense spending—no lobby ac- 
tively seeking to hold the 50-bil- 
lion-dollar-a-year defense ma- 
chine in check. 


Former President Dwight D 
Eisenhower described the prob- 
lem by saying that pressures for 
defense spending were “‘all in 
one direction.” 

Deputy Defense Secretary Ros- 
well L. Gilpatric agrees. In ef- 
fect, says Gilpatric, the burden 
of containing the pressures rests 
on the civilian secretaries of the 
Defense Department and on the 
President. Few applaud if their 
answer to a spending request is 
“No.” 


GILPATRIC, a former Wall 
Street lawyer, believes that only 
a strong executive in the White 
House, backed by an informed 
public opinion that understands 
the nature of the pressures, can 


withstand them. 


He believes also that the pres- 
sures are inevitable in a democ- 
racy in which defense industries 
operate in the “private sector.” 

He does not believe that the 
pressures are ‘“‘sinister’’ — al- 
though he can recall exceptions 
—and he does not believe that 
they are out of control. 

“Pressures on the other side 
—opposing spending — are more 
generalized,”’ he says. 

“They come from the Presi- 
dent, the budget people, the 
Treasury Department and some- 


times, from the business and 
financial community. 
“But.” he adds. ‘“‘this never 


translates into much support. 


“THE QUESTION,” Gilpatric 
says, “is whether the counter- 
balancing forces, particularly the 
civilian secretaries of the De- 
fense Department, are. strong 
enough. 

“It all depends on the quality 
of the people.” 


Today’s civilian leaders have 


loosened up the defense purse- 
strings to the extent of six bil- 
ion dollars this year to strength- 
en the armed forces generally 
and to prepare for a _ Berlin 
showdown. 

They are finding that. even 
this sum has not satisfied many 
military leaders. The three ser- 
vices are reported to have re- 
quested an additional 11 billion 
increase in defense spending in 
next year’s budget. 

This would mean a defense 
budget of more than 60 billion— 
which, Gilpatric says, is ‘‘out of 
the question.” President Ken- 
nedy has said, however, that he 
will ask for at least some addi- 
tional defense funds next year. 


STORIES OF political influ- 
ence in the Defense Department 
can be heard any time in Wash- 
ington, 

All a reporter has to do is 
talk with almost any contractor 
who has lost out on a contract— 
and there are usually several 
losers for every winner. Proving 
their charges — usually passed 
out on a “confidential, not for 
attribution” basis—is. something 
else. 

There are documented cases 
where contracts have changed 
hands after political pressure 
was exerted—but none in which 
the Defense Department will ad- 
mit that pressure was the reason 
for the switch.

IN THE 10 MONTHS since he 
left office he has made more 
money than he did in his 14 years 
in Washington—more than $200,- 
000 on his forthcoming book 
alone.

The prime key to the improvement of the 
administrative process is the selection of 


qualified personnel. Good men can make 
poor laws workable: poor men will wreak 
havoe with good laws 

In recommending reforms of the federal 


regulatory agencies nearly a year ago, James 
M. Landis in these words recognized that new 
fares were as impertant as new laws. Con- 
gress rejected some of the reorganization 
plans which Mr. Landis drew for the Kennedy 


Administration, but the President has pro- 
ceeded with reorganization by appointment. 

The record of reluctant regulation was per- 
haps the worst record established by the 
Eisenhower Administration. Men unsympa- 
thetic with the regulatory authority they 


were supposed to exercise were deliberately 
appointed. A number of other regulators be- 
came involved in conflicts of interest and re- 
signed under fire 

Some of these incidents represented far- 
reaching breaches of public trust because, as 
President Kennedy said, the federal regula- 
tory agencies “permeate every sphere and al- 
most every activity of our national life.” And 
in agency after agency, Mr. Kennedy has 
used his appointment power to repair some 
of the damage. 

. » 

For example, Mr. Landis charged that the 
Federal Communications Commission had 
“drifted, vacillated and stalled.”’ One former 
member had resigned in a cloud of favoritism 
charges; a second quit under fire for misuse 
of influence; a third had said flatly, “I don't 
believe in federal regulation.” Contrast that 
with one of the first actions of Mr. Kennedy's 
new FCC chairman, Newton M. Minow, who 
shocked the broadcasting industry by calling 
TV programs a “vast wasteland.” Moreover, 
the FCC recently revoked a TV station license 
in a precedent-setting warning of a new regu- 
latory mood. 

Mr. Landis also called the Federal Power 
Commission “the outstanding example of the 
breakdown of the administrative 
FPC had refused to regulate rates of. inde- 
pendent gas producers despite a Supreme 
Court finding that it should do so. Its chair- 
man had been a lawyer for utilities which 
FPC fegulated. But the new chairman, Jo- 
seph C. Swidler, has just come around to the 
view that FPC should regulate all gas pro- 
ducers. As a former TVA counsel, he is the 
opposite of a private power man, and two of 
the other three new commissioners ought to 
give him a majority for FPC reinvigoration. 

The President has appointed an entirely 
new Securities and Exchange Commission, 
where two former chairmen tried to protect 
the Dixon-Yates private power grab. The 
new chairman, William L. Cary, was a Colum- 
bia law professor with SEC staff experience. 
On the Civil Aeronautics Board, where a for- 
mer chairman's credentials consisted of state 
Republican party leadership, the new chair- 
man, Alan §S. Boyd, at least had railroad 
regulatory experience in Florida. Robert C. 
Weaver, a New York urban housing veteran 
with a strong record, now administers the 
Housing and Home Finance Agency where 
Mr. Eisenhower had named a one-time oppo- 


nent of public housing.

Paul Rand Dixon, vigorous counsel for the 
Kefauver inquiry into administered prices, 
heads the Federal Trade Commission, which 
once was led by a man who had defended 
private clients before it. John Moore, vice 
president of the University of Pennsylvania, 
directs the General Services Administration, 
where two former chiefs resigned after 
showings of conflict of interest and political 
favoritism. Two Kennedy appointments have 
altered the majority on the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, whose 1955 chairman quit 
after letting politics influence a railroad 
transfer contract. 

Such reorganization by appointment is nec- 
essarily a slow method that has to wait for 
vacancies. Nor do the results so far neces- 
sarily promise a regulatory revolution such 
as that of New Deal days which introduced 
sturdy regulators in William O. Douglas, Je- 
rome Frank, James Lawrence Fly, Mr. Landis 
himself and others. Nevertheless, Mr. Ken- 
nedy’s men seem generally to have better 
qualifications than many of their predeces- 
sors. They have not been touched by scandal. 

Most important, the Kennedy Administra- 
tion is not stacking agencies with men anti- 
pathetic to their duty, or captives of the in- 
dustries they are supposed to regulate. Thus 
in many of the fields of public consumption— 
from travel to drugs, stocks, utility rates and 
all their advertising—the public should ex- 
pect protection. 


No Swedish Middle Way 

It is somehow comforting to be reminded 
every so often that despite recurring inter- 
national crises such subjects as traffic prob- 
lems remain major topics of conversation 
around the world. Take Sweden, for exam- 
ple. The press has lately been full of talk 
about a recommendation that traffic be shifted 
from the left to the right side of the road to 
conform to the practice in all European-area 
countries except Britain, Ireland and Iceland. 

In a 1955 referendum in Sweden more than 
80 per cent of those participating favored the 
left-hand system, which is a sort of hangover 
from the days when knights on horseback 
passed each other on the left so they could 
more easily swing their swords if necessary. 
Since 1955 one potent argument for change 
has been the large number of accidents in- 
volving foreigners driving on the wrong side 
of the street. If the government thinks pub- 
lic opinion favors a change, action may be 
sought in Parliament early next year. There 
can be no traffic “middle way” in Sweden, as 
there is in politics; one must favor the left 
or the right. 


Moscow and the Workshop 

Hopes of at last prevailing on the Soviet 
Union to take one small step with the United 
States toward international co-operation in 
outer space have been dimmed. After ac- 
cepting an invitation to the International Me- 
téorological Satellite Workshop now going on 
in Washington, Moscow has curtly rejected it. 
But it is encouraging that scientists from 27 
other nations are attending the sessions de- 
s.gned to help them to use our weather satel- 
lite system when it is perfected. 

Moscow's -brusk about-face was not sur- 
prising. Hopes probably were raised too high 
last May when Soviet scientists in Geneva at- 
tending the World Meteorological Organiza- 
tion executive committee meeting expressed 
unofficial interest in co-operating with the 


United States on its weather satellite system. 
Two months later when the Tiros III weather 
satellite was orbited, a Soviet military paper 
repeated with new vigor the old charge that 
such satellites were designed for espionage 
and constituted an aggressive act. But last 
Oct. 20, the chief of the Soviet Weather Bu- 
reau accepted the Workshop invitation. 

[t is to be expected that political considera- 
tions dictated by the Kremlin will continte 
for some time to outweigh the. desires of the 
scientists. But once the satetlite system is 
operating op an international basis it will be 
much more difficult for the Kremlin to disre- 
gard the wishes of its scientists. 


The Governor’s Invasion 

Gov. Dalton has managed to displace four 
important state officials in less than a year. 
The pattern of these actions suggests that the 
Governor wanted to put his own men in these 
jobs, and went to unusual and sometimes de- 
vious lengths to do so. 

The first major official to go was James D. 
Idol, director of the old Division of Resources 
and Development. The Governor got the Dem- 
ocratic Legislature to substitute a new agency 
for the old one, and Republican critics 
charged that the only reason for the substi- 
tution was to “get rid of Idol.” 

The second to leave was C. Lawrence Leg- 
gett, superintendent of insurance. His de- 
parture was arranged more openly—the Gov- 
ernor asked him to resign. 

The third to depart was Dr. Addison M. 
Duval, mental health director. To arrange 
for his exit, the Governor first had to alter 
the complexion of the Mental Health Com- 
mission, which then got rid of Dr. Duval. 

Finally, Leo A. Fisher resigned as chair- 
man of the Highway Commission. The Gov- 
ernor discovered that his term would end 
Dec. 1, not in 1963, as state records indicated. 

Though the Governor’s personal prefer- 
ences are reflected in all these departures, 
there is a difference between the first two 
cases and the second pair, ‘The Governor has 
a right to name top executive assistants and 
administrators in whom he has confidence. 
For example, he campaigned for better indus- 
trial development, and could reasonably want 
his own appointee in the development job. So 
we do not dispute the displacement of the 
development and insurance directors. 

In the second two resignations, however, 
the Governor was invading areas presumably 
closed to political influence. A Governor can 
appoint members of the Highway Commis- 
sion when their staggered terms expire, but 
this bipartisan agency was constitutionally 
established to protect highway planning from 
day-to-day control by the Governor or Legis- 
lature. The mental health program was cre- 
ated by statute for similar independence. The 
Mental Health Commission, and not the Gov- 
ernor, was to name the mental health director. 

Gov. Dalton has gravely damaged the new 
mental health program: the well-established 
highway program.is perhaps safer from harm, 
Aside from the immediate results, however, 
the question is whether these gubernatorial 
invasions set a precedent. For if they do, 
Missouri will not have complete protection 
for its independent boards and commissions, 
and they will not remain independent. 


A Lesson for the World 


It is not for laymen, unversed in theology, 
to draw sweeping conclusions from the visit 
of Episcopal Bishop Lichtenberger to the 
Vatican, especially since he and Pope John 
XXIII issued no statement about what passed 
between them in their 35 minutes of conver- 
sation. Perhaps both felt that the world these 
days reads too many communiques. 

In view of the Pope’s call for the forthcom- 
ing ecumenical council, the earlier visit to 
Rome by the Archbishop of Canterbury, and 
a number of other friendly exchanges be- 
tween the separated churches of Christen- 
dom, there obviously is renewed strength in 
church co-operation. It seems too much to 
expect a quick bridging of deep doctrinal 
cleavages. Yet the meeting of Pope and 
Bishop is heartening. 

As Protestant and Catholic in the Thirty 
Years’ War were even more intransigently op- 
posed than East and West are today, the visit 
becomes a reminder that men still have the 
capacity to live together in peace. Indeed it 
may be the reluctance of statesmen to ac- 
knowledge this which has moved churchmen 
to new evidences of understanding. The les- 
son should not be lost on the world. 


Acceptable in the City 


The St. Louis Election Board is to be com- 
mended for faithfully following the constitu- 
tional guidelines in its realignment of the 
city’s state senatorial districts, which were 
reduced from seven to six. 

Judging both by the map and by the appor- 
tionment of population, Board Chairman 
James E. Crowe and his fellow commissioners 
took great care to create districts that are 
compact, contiguous and as nearly equal in 
population as possible. The districts vary by 
less than one per cent from the ideal size of 
125,000 persons, which is most acceptable. 

A similarly good reapportionment of the 
city's state representative districts was ac- 
complished by the old Election Board just 
before Gov. Dalton replaced it with the Crowe 
Board. But in St. Louis county, where reap- 
portionment is the responsibility of the Dem- 
ocratic-dominated County Council, the state 
representative districts have been gerry- 
mandered to fayor the majority party; and 
all signs point to a similar result for the 
pending senatorial redistricting in that juris- 
diction. 

The lesson in all this is that a bipartisan 
Election Board is more likely to produce an 
acceptable redistricting than a body like the 
County Council which will be dominated by 
one party or the other. The Republicans 
gerrymandered the legislative districts when 
they ran the county 19 years ago. 

Taken together, the happy results ir the 
city under two different Election Boards and 
the county’s experience under two different 
Council majorities suggests that the next 
Legislature ought to change the law affecting 
the county. Reapportionment should be made 
the responsibility of the County Election 
Board which, like its opposite number in the 
city, is composed of two Democrats and two 
Republicans.

Between Book Ends 


LAST TRAIN OVER ROSTOV 
BRIDGE, by Captain Marion Aten 
and Arthur Orrmont. (Messner, 340 
pes. $4.95.) 


This is the eyewitness account of an 
American who lived through one of the 


most difficult assignments given allied , 


fighting men in World War I. Capt. 
Marion Aten was one of the men who 
went to Russia with arms and patched- 
up planes to aid the White Russians in 
their last-ditch attempt to overthrow 
the Bolghevik regime that had taken 
over in the Russian Revolution of 1917. 


This is a hardy tale of man’s futile 
genius in fighting a hopeless battle. 
The story of cavalry against cavalry— 
perhaps the last example of such a 
fight in the history of the world—is one 
of the high spots of this dramatic story. 
And the tragedy of millions of. refu- 
gees who sought to flee the advancing 
Bolshevik Army as the White Russians 
and their allies pulled out is a grisly 
account. : 
This reviewer wonders why this ac- 
count wasn’t published years before 
this. Capt. Aten died earlier this year 


This can be done only by new. long- 
term trade agreements legislation 
which provides the President with sub- 
stantial new authority for tariff reduc- 
tions. The grant of authority must 
permit a large degree of flexibility in 
its use so that the United States can 
adopt the methods of tariff reduction— 
including the so-called across-the-board 
approach—now commonly used by the 
European regional groupings for their 
internal reductions. 

This necessarily involves consider- 
able revision of the peril-point and es- 
cape clause provisions in the present 
legislation, and probably requires a 
soundly-based program of federal gov- 
ernment assistance — in co-operation 
with state and local governments—to 
enterprises, communities and workers 
seriously affected by an expansion of 
imports, in those cases where such 
aid is needed to help them adapt their 
resources. and skills to other forms of 
economic activity. 

The new trade agreements lezisla- 
tion must be accomplished in a period 
of rising protectionist pressures. While 
we have as yet no way to measure the 
inroads made by protectionists in Con- 
gress, there is little doubt that it will 
be a most formidable task to insure 
that the Congress and. the nation un- 
derstand the true issues. 

There must be a far clearer appreci- 
ation of the enormous stake we have— 
in terms of our world leadership, our 
foreign policy, our national security 
and our economic growth—in enacting 
the kind of legislation which fully 
meets our requirements.

Home Owner 
‘Weapon’ in 


Cold War 


Chicago Daily News Service 
MIAMI BEACH — Promoting 
home ownership could be Amer- 
ican's greatest ‘‘secret weapon” 
in combating Communism in the 
underdeveloped countries. 

This was indicated by Osborne 
T. Boyd, chief of the Housing 
division of the United States 
Agency for International Devel- 
opment, at the annual convention 
of the National Association of 
Real Estate Boards here. 

Thanks partly to efforts of Eu- 
gene Conser, executive vice 
president of NAREB, officials in 
both the Eisenhower and Kenne- 
dy Administrations recognized 
the value of pushing housing pro- 
grams abroad, Boyd told the 
convention. 

This nation now is participat- 
ing in programs in 20 countries, 
primarily in Latin America, for 
the establishment of savings and 
loan associations or housing de- 
velopments, according to Boyd. 

Some $50,000,000 is. being spent 
in various forms in Latin Amer- 
ica alone, he added. 

Boyd said that Conser went 
to see former Vice President 
Richard Nixon and senators 
about doing something about im- 
proving housing standards abroad 
after an overseas trip several 
years ago. 

Sees Bad Housing. 

“Consoer told me that if the 
American working man had to 
live with the kind of conditions 
he saw on his last trip, it would 
be understandable if they chose 
Communism,”’ said Boyd. 

Largely as a result of legisla- 
tion pushed by Senator George A. 
Smathers (Dem.), Florida, in 
1960, this country has moved to 
set up thrift institutions to fi- 
nance home building on a self- 
help basis and lead the way to 
housing construction abroad. 

“Advisory. missions consisting 
of savings and loan executives, 
home builders, city planners and 
architects have visited Peru, 
Chile, Ecuador, Colombia, Vene- 
zuela, Costa Rica, Nicaragua, 
Guatemala, Argentina and Libya 
and provided advice and consul- 
tation to the governments of 
these countries,’ said Boyd. 

“William Divers, president of 
the Savings and Loan Founda- 
tion, together with an architect 
and city planner visited a dozen 
African countries this spring to 
explore their housing needs and 
programs. 

‘Seed capital loans have been 
committed by the Development 
Loan Fund under mutual security 
legislation for setting up a sav- 
ings and loan industry in a half 
dozen Latin American nations. 

“The newly established In.er- 
American Development Bank al- 
£0 's phing high, priority to es- 
tablishing thrift institutions in 
Latin America and spurring hous- 
ing there.”’ 

Ownership Basic Desire. 

Boyd also noted that Congress 
has authorized the President to 
provide guarantees to United

States citizens against the haz- 
ards of developing low-cost hous- 
ing projects abroad. 

Furthermore, he noted, a spe- 
cial Guaranty Authority up to 
$10,000,000 was established to 
spark private incentive here in 
the development of pilot and 
demonstration housing projects 
in Latin America. 

Boyd said his experience has 
proven that ownership of prop- 
erty is a basic desire the world 
over, 

He cited the howls that went 
up in two widely separated coun- 
tries like Chile and Egypt when 
it was first suggested that hous- 
ing projects be erected on leased 
land rather than sites owned out- 
right by the occupants. 


Boyd showed how a co-opera- 
tive housing project in Chile con- 
verted 650 families with pro- 
Communist sympathies into sat- 
isfied home owners. The project 
was financed with funds derived 
from the sale of United States 
surplus agricultural products. 

The Chilean government fur- 
nished the land and utilities and 
provided the materials. The fam- 
ilies participating helped each 
other in the erection of the 
houses. They will pay for them 
over a period of years. 

When President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower visited South Amer- 
ica in 1960, he was impressed by 
the intense satisfaction of the 
new home owners in the housing 
project in having helped them- 
selves raise their own living 
standards. 

Americans through their herit- 
age are best able to export the 
great ideal of home ownership, 
Boyd said. 

‘“‘We have something more to 
offer than platitudes about de- 
mocracy and liberty,” he said.

== Best Year in ’62 Forecast 


For Construction by Dodge 


NEW YORK—Construction will 
enjoy its best year in history 
and set a new record for the 
seventeenth consecutive year ac- 
cording to F. W. Dodge Corpora- 
tion’s Construction Outlook for 
1962. 

Dodge’s annual outlook state- 
ment, just published in Archi- 
tectural Record, predicts that 
total construction contracts in 


1962 will amount to nearly $40 
billion, a gain of 7 per cent over 
the estimated $37,300,000,000 for 
this year. 

The Dodge outlook points out 
that residential building will 
register its best year of the re 
cent past and that dollar volume 
of residential contracts will total 
$17,500,000,000, up 10 per cent over 
1961. Residential floor area is

Using the Census Bureau basis 
of measurement, Dodge expects 
new non-farm housing starts in 
1962 to total 1,400,000, up 8 per 
cent from 1961. 

According to the Dodge report, 
non-residential building contracts 
will register a 4 per cent in- 
crease in 1962 totaling $12,700,000,- 
000. Floor area represented by 
these contracts is expected to 
rise 3 per cent primarily because 
of a 10 per cent jump in manu- 
facturing buildings. Floor area 
of commercial buildings is ex- 
pected to equal the 1961 total, 
while the physical volume of edu- 
cational and science buiidings is 
forecast to increase 2 per cent. 
With the exception of hospitals, 
which are predicted to slip just 
below the 1961 level, all other 
building types in the non-resi- 
dential category will register 


small gains in 1962. 


Buyers Look 
At Price and 


Location 


Cost, the community and com- 
muting are among the basic 
factors that influence a prospec- 
tive homebuyer, claims a noted 
housing authority. 

John Bruce, a housing special- 
ist for Allied Chemical’s Barrett 
Division, quickly points out that 
these aren't the only considera- 
tions, ‘‘But they seem to be the 
most important,” he says. 

“Based on a recent survey in 
a metropolitan area, 93 per cent 
of the prospective homebuyers 
figured that cost was a factor in 
the final selection; in fact, 73 
per cent of the 90 families in- 
terviewed listed cost as their 
most important consideration. 

“Ease of commuting was cited 
by 56 per cent, while 31 per cent 
of the families regarded it as 
their second most important 
consideration,”” Bruce said. ‘‘The 
presence of nearbly schools 
helped influence 23 per cent, 
and other community features 
such as recreation areas, shop- 
ping facilities, attractive buying 
terms and a quiet communal 
atmosphere were also listed. 

Home Suggestions. 

“A prospective buyer should 
analyze his family’s needs and 
desires,” he continued. ‘“‘He 
should know what he can afford 
and then set his sights on the 
best house his money can buy.” 

He ofters a few suggestions for 
house hunters. 


1. Buy a house that you can 
afford and one that can be 
properly maintained. A rule of 
thumb is that a prospective 
buyer can generally afford a 
house that costs about two-and- 
a-half times his annual income. 

2. Locate in a neighborhood 
you'll enjoy now and be proud 
of it in the years to come. It can 
be a rewarding experience to 
grow up with a new neighbor- 
hood 

3. Find a home with enouch 
room to suit your family now— 
and in the future. If you kave 
a growing family, make certain 
that there is room for expansion 
such as a finished attic or an- 
other space conversion area. 

Sweeping Changes. 

Here are a few ‘‘don’ts’”’ sug- 
gested by Bruce. 

1. Don’t insist too strongly on 
one particular style of architec- 
ture. Every style has its par- 
ticular advantage, and a stvie 
that is out of harmony with the 
neighborhood can stand out like 
a sore thumb. 

2. Don’t let costly frills and 
gadgets detract from the way a 
house works as a home. 

3. Don’t close your mind to 
new ideas in building and the 
use of modern materials. 

Bruce adds that there have 
been many sweeping changes in 
home construction in recent 
years. He says that while only 
one house in every four built 
before World War II had ade- 
quate insulation, about 90 per 
cent of today’s new homes are 
properly insulated new with 
mineral wool, fibre glass, or 
other material. 

‘‘Before the war only about 10 
per cent of new homes had dry- 
wall construction,”’ he continued, 
“but wbout 80 per cent of the 
1.2 million new homes built in 
1960 featured gypsum wallhoard 
interior construction.” 

Among other new building 
materials, he cited the increas- 
ing use of aluminum siding, 
translucent plastic panels and 
new uses for stone, glass and 
brick.

Learning Spanish With Phonograph Records

Students Find Post-Dispatch Recordings

ONE HUNDRED SEVENTY- 
FIVE Maplewood-Richmond 
Heights High School students 
are learning Spanish at a record 
clip with Post-Dispatch Learn- 
A-Language records. 

Already my. first-year Span- 
ish students are pronouncing bet- 
ter than any other beginning 
group I ever taught,” Charles C, 
Brown, their instructor, said. 
“These records are a wonderful 
way to help children get a head 
start on a language course. And 
they’re a mighty effective way 
to increase conversational flu- 
ency and make grades go up.” 

Brown and another Spanish 
instructor, Miss Joann Kilsberg, 
and first, second and third year 
students work with the records 
and their accompanying man- 
uals in the school’s new lan- 
guage laboratory. This is an 
awe-inspiring chamber which has 
30 booths equipped with ear- 
phones, chairs and_ shelves 
where students listen to the rec- 
ords in concentration-producing 
privacy. Brown sits in front of 
a complicated control board 
which has almost as many push 
buttons as an ICBM base. He can 
speak into a microphone, play 
records to his students in their 
booths and. tune in on the reci- 
tation of any one student without 
interrupting. the work of* the 
others. 

From the records, a virile, ex- 
tremely clear masculine voice 
reads words, phrases or para- 
graphs in excellent South Amer- 
ican Spanish to the students, 
who follow the printed text of 
the lesson in their manuals. After 
the first reading, the voice re 
peats the lesson with appropri- 
ate pauses for the student to re- 
cite the words after the instruc- 
tor. A few of the booths have 
tape recorders which the stu- 
dents use.after school to record 
their spoken lessons, play them 
back and study their own pro- 
nunciation. 

“The Learn-A-Language course 
uses the natural method of lan- 
guage learning,” Brown said. 
“You learn Spanish the way you 
learned English—by hearing the 
language and repeating what 
you heard. Only when you knew 
the language well did you begin 
to study grammar. 

“IT have one student who has 
had lots of trouble with conven- 
tional methods of learning Span- 
ish. His English grammar and 
composition and reading are not 
very good anyway and he had 
no luck until he began the rec- 
ords. Now he is very happy be- 
cause he és learning to recite 
and converse im a good Spanish 
accent. 

“This method of teaching 
keeps everyone interested. The 
bright students don’t waste time 
listening to the duller ones try- 
ing to get the answers. Every- 
body just listens to himself. The 
brilliant ones don’t get bored 
and start to punch each other; 
they’re busy al] the time.”’ 

Brown feels that the combina- 
tion of the privacy of the booths 
and the opportunity given by 
the records for constant oral 
practice is invaluable for elim- 
inating initial self-consciousness. 


This is especially true for those 


records in their new language 


laboratory.

béginners who have never tried 
to wrap their tongues around a 
foreign language before. 
“Spanish is a bowin’ and 
scrapin’ type of language,”’ said 
Brown, a native of Tennessee. 
“In our class textbook a love 
scene runs like this: ‘Below the 
balcony the young man with his 
guitar sings his love. If the girl 
of his heart doesn’t throw a 
pitcher of water on him, he 
knows that she loves him.’ 


“The Spanish for ‘Roll out 
the red carpet’ runs ‘Echamos 
la casa por la ventana para 
festejarle.’ Literally, that 
means ‘We’ll throw the house 
out of the window to entertain 
you.” When we got to that 
phrase, the kids laughed so 
hard I had to stop reading be- 
fore the class got out of hand. 

“The greatest pronunciation 
problem is the rolling of the 
double or single ‘r.” To get 
the right sound you have to 
practice and practice like 
this.” Brown’s demonstration 
sounded like a Great Dane 
warning off a burglar. 


In sum, according to Brown, 
self-consciousness on the part of 
the student of Spanish must be 
completely eliminated. He 
agreed thoroughly with John 
Vernou Bouvier Jr., who taught 
his schoolgirl granddaughter, 
now Mrs. John F. Kennedy, how 
to swear in Spanish. 

‘*Caramba’ is agreeable to 
the ear,’’ wrote Bouvier, ‘‘and 
means nothing more than an in- 
nocuous ‘damnit,’ but... if you 
stamp your foot impatiently, 
pirouette slightly, throw your 
arms upward and heave your 
bosom, the whole makes for an 
impressive ensemble.”’ 

“T have always had my stu- 
dents study their lessons aloud,”’

microphone. 


Brown related. ‘I like them to 
talk in Spanish to their parents. 
Many of the mothers and fathers 
are ordering the records so they 
can learn the language along 
with their children. I tell them 
that this is the way they can get 
the most out of their school tax 
dollars. 


“Of course these records put 
the emphasis on conversation, 
not grammar and reading. But 
with the world getting smaller 
and smaller, it’s conversation 
that these children will need 
most.” 

His feeling was heartily sec- 
onded by one of his first-year 
students, Miss Jane Stevens. 
“Some day I hope to be a Sen- 
ator,” she said firmly. ‘‘Sen- 
ators have to talk with every- 
body. When I go along the 
street in St. Louis these days I 
hear Spanish spoken and I know 
I'm going to have to learn it if 
I want to go into politics.” 

The international approach of 
Miss Stevens is heartily echoed 
by educators, business men, 
service personnel and diplomats 
all over the country. Luther H. 
Evans, director general 
UNESCO, commented on the im- 
portance of foreign 
study:

It is a 
common cause of blind- 
ness. 

But that is a far cry 
from saying that glau- 
coma “means blind- 
ness.”” Why? Because 
these days we know 

DR. MOLNER enough to treat this 
tension before it has done that much damage. 

Drops are used to reduce the tension. Other means are 
employed, too—some people are required to limit or avoid 
salt and alcohol, and to lose weight. These measures are 
dictated by the individual circumstances. At times it is advis- 
able to resort to surgery to permit reduction of the pressure. 

The specks and mist mentioned can be symptoms of glau- 
eoma. Halos around lights or bright objects in the field of 
vision are another. At the same time, there may be other 
causes of such symptoms, particularly specks, because. so 
many people have these without having glaucoma. The speck | 
or ‘‘floater,” or “‘vitreous floater” in the eye, is such a thing. 

The better and quicker way of detecting the earliest stages 
of glaucoma is with a small instrument which is placed deli- 
cately in contact with the eyeball to measure the pressure. 

When there are suspicious signs, such a test should 

be performed right away, to get treatment started. 

Sometimes the test is made in more or less routine 

fashion, just for safety—and occasionally exposes an 

unsuspected case in its extremely early stages. 
Discovery at the stage described today, however, 

is satisfactory, and now that adequate treatment has 

been started, there is no reason to worry about blind- 

ness.

It so happens that the earth’s 
orbit takes us 3,000,000 miles far- 
ther from the sun in the summer 
than in winter. That seems 
strange, and a reader recently 
asked me how it is possible to 
be closer to the sun in winter. 

In winter, the North Pole is 
tilted away from the sun, and 
the sun’s rays strike the North 


Temperate Zone on a slant. The

It is the other way around 
during our summer. The sun’s 
ravs strike North America al- 
most directly. The direct rays 
give us more heat in summer, 
even though they travel a longer 
distance. 

The story is different in Aus- 
tralia and most parts of South 
America. The hot season in the 
South Temperate Zone comes 
chiefly in December and Janu- 
ary, when the earth is less dis- 
tant from the sun. The cold 
season in that zone arrives when 
the sun is farther away from the 
earth. 

People in the South Temperate 
Zone may feel that things are as 
they should be. Their hot weath- 
er is a few degrees hotter than 
ours, and their cold weather is 
a few degrees colder. This fits 
with changes in the distance of 
the earth from the sun.
